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Tl - SPREAD OF FIRE PREVENTION STRUCTURE 

AB - PURPOSE:To prevent the spread of fire by mounting a 

non-combustible fireproofing sealant which foams below the 
temperature of ignition of wood or paper to seal a gap between an 
opening/closing part and a mounting frame on either one of 
opposed surfaces of the opening/closing part and the mounting 
frame when a fire occurs. 
- CONSTITUTIONS doorl is mounted on a rail .3 fastened on an end 
face of one wall 3 free to open or close with a hinge4. Another rail 
6 is mounted on the end face of the other wall5. Fire proofing 
agents 7-10 which foams below the temperature of ignition of wood 
or paper are buried into vertical grooves on the opposed surfaces 
between the door 1 and the rails 3 and 6. Some fire proofing 
sealants commercially available foam below150 deg.C to expand to 
a volume larger than five times. When the fire proofing agents7-10 
are also applied not only vertically but also on a vertical frame, a 
complete shielding of the spread of fire is accomplished. The fire 
proofing sealant is desired to be covered to prevent degrading as it 
is easy to degrade with less durability in general. 
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
